AC Transit is working on a 
“rapid” bus system intended to 
make fewer stops and bring more 
people to their destinations 20 to 
25 percent faster on a 16-mile 
route along San Pablo Avenue 
from Oakland to Richmond. 

At a cost of $13 million, the 
rapid bus system on San Pablo Av- 
enue will employ new bus shel- 
ters, an electronic bus schedule, 
low-floor buses and more. 

Fewer red lights will be hit, as 
buses use an electronic device that 
will allow them to hold the ap- 
proaching green lights for five 
more seconds. Bus stops therefore 
have to be on the far side of the 
traffic signal so the buses can be 
driven through and the green light

EC swim center ready for renovations

EL CERRITO — Residents 
craving a dip in the pool this 
summer will have to look beyond 
the city limits. El Cerrito’s swim 
center will be closed for more 
than a year while it undergoes a 
$4.9 million reconstruction. 

“We're trying to work really 
hard to still have a swimming 
component, and it’s our hope 
that when we reopen that our in- 
structors will return for us and 
members will be intact for their 
classes,” said recreation super- 
visor Monica Kortz. “We've tried 
to make the transition as smooth 
as possible, which I think we’ve 
done a fairly good job at.” 

Renovations for the two pools, 
at 7007 Moeser Lane, will include 
everything from rebuilding and 


relocating the swimming facili- 
ties to rebuilding the pool’s op- 
eration center. 

Aileen Ryan, a lifeguard at the 
pool since September, said the 
pool needed to be fixed. It looks 
old, she said. For example, the 
two diving boards are rusting and 
the light fixtures underneath the 
pool don’t work. 

“We obviously need help with 
the pool and it can be.a lot bet- 
ter,” said Ryan, an 18-year-old 
Richmond resident. “And it will 
be, but it’s unfortunate that kids 
will have to find somewhere else 
to swim.” 

Kortz said the swim center 
has been operating on a bare- 
bones staff since September in 
preparation for the closure. 
Those who have been working 
at the pool, such as Ryan, will be 


found other jobs in the recreation 
department. 

Those used to swimming at 
the El Cerrito pool will be di- 
rected to the Albany swim cen- 
ter at 1311 Portland Ave. or the 
Richmond swim center at Cut- 
ting Boulevard and 45th Street. 
The phone numbers are 510-559- 
6640 and 510-620-6654, respec- 
tively. The Albany pool is open 
seven days a week and the Rich- 
mond swim center is open Mon- 
day through Saturday. 

The El Cerrito swim center 
team, the Gators, is already hold- 
ing practices at the Albany pool. 

“I’m just hoping people will 
feel welcome and join us. That 
would be wonderful.” said Peggy 
McQuaid, the Albany pool di- 
rector 

While residents are swimming 


at other pools, the $4.9 million 
renovation will bring the El Cer- 
rito facility up to code and up to 
date and will move the training 
pool closer to the locker rooms 
on the north side of the building. 


There will also be changes to 
the slope of the two pools so that 
the depths comply with current 
safety standards. For example, 
the depth of the larger pool can- 
not accommodate a standard 3- 
meter high diving board. 


Kortz said construction is ex- 
pected to begin any day now. 


“As we're Clearing out the fa- 
cility and beginning to wire for 
the new trailers, I would say the 
project is beginning right as we 
speak,” Kortz said. “We’re not 
into wasting any time around 
here.

Tree-killing fungus taking root in hills

The deadly fungus that has 
killed tens of thousands of trees 
along the Northern California 
coast has been found for the first 
time in Contra Costa County. 

The discovery of sudden oak 
death near Kensington, in Wild- 
cat Canyon Regional Park, was 
not surprising, since the disease 
was found previously in neigh- 
boring counties. But it provides 
the first evidence of a problem 
that some experts say has made 
invisible but significant inroads 
into Contra Costa. 

“I suspect the organism is 
here but the disease hasn’t 
showed up yet,” said Bethallyn 
Black Rogers, the county agri- 
cultural extension specialist. 

She said that if a wetter, El 
Nino weather pattern emerges, 
“then the disease would likely 
show up in many parts of Con- 
tra Costa.” 

“There’s absolutely no envi-

ronmental reason why this 
pathogen is not here,” she added. 

In Wildcat Canyon, the dis- 
ease was found in two coast live 
oaks and a bay laurel. 

Researchers also announced 
Monday that the disease was 
found in a bay laurel tree in 
Humboldt County. 

Together, the twin discoveries 
bring to 12 the number of Cali- 
fornia counties considered in- 
fected with the ravaging plant 
disease, and they extend a solid 
block of coastal counties that 
have the disease from Monterey 
County to near the Oregon bor- 
der. 

The finding also means that 
new federal quarantine regula- 
tions will be imposed on all of 
Contra Costa, affecting nurseries, 
landscapers and yard-waste re- 
cycling programs. 

“We expected it would be a 
matter of time before we found 
it there,” said Mark Stanley, 
chairman of the California Oak

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Mortality Task Force, set up 
nearly two years ago to address 
the newly discovered woodland 
disease. “Obviously, we’re not 
pleased because it adds to the 
area of quarantine.” 

Because the constantly grow- 
ing list of sudden oak death hosts 
still includes only a handful of 
commercially important plants, 
the quarantine regulations should 
not affect most Contra Costa res- 
idents. 

“I don’t think it’s going to be 
that onerous with what we have 
now,” said county agricultural 
commissioner Ed Meyer. “The 
concern would be that as the host 
list itself expands, you bring in 
more people who would be im- 
pacted. And the host list just 
keeps getting longer.” 

In Humboldt County, for ex- 
ample, the finding could eventu- 
ally have a more severe eco- 
nomic effect, depending on the

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KECG — 10 watts of learning to do radio

EL CERRITO — Room 400 at 
EI Cerrito High School looks sim- 
ilar to other classrooms but with 
a few crucial differences. 

There are few desks, the walls 
are covered in music-themed 
posters and bumper stickers, and 
off to the side are two rooms — 
a radio production room and a 
working on-air DJ booth. 

El Cerrito High School’s very

own radio station KECG, broad-

in a row, about 25 students are 
continuing beyond the school 
year to volunteer in the DJ booth, 
broadcasting the station’s world 
music format for two hours a day, 
Monday through Friday. KLON, 
a jazz station out of Long Beach 
and an Oakland public station 
broadcast the remainder of the 
time. 

KECG, one of about 900 high 
school radio stations in the coun- 
try, broadcasts a variety of mu- 
sic, public affairs programming, 
interviews and more under the 
direction of teacher Corey Ma- 
son. 

The 50 or so students who en- 
roll in the class every semester 
do hands-on DJ work, learn how 
various media works and take 
field trips to working commer- 
cial radio stations. 

The two radio booths, with 
windows that look out into the 
classroom come complete with 
spiffy audio equipment, includ- 
ing a reel tape player, a mini-disk 
player, a digital audio player, two 
CD players, a record player, re- 
ceivers for other radio stations 
to broadcast over the air, and a 
computer that allows the station 
to be aired on the web at 
www.live365.com. 

Richmond resident Samuel 
Kubai, 17, got involved because 
he would listen to reggae and 
African music on the radio in his 
native Kenya. He intends to pur- 
sue radio as a career. 

“I wanted to be a DJ from 
when I was 10,” said Samuel, 
shortly after finishing his morn- 
ing shift.

so interested they did more 
than the required number of 
hours. 

She defines service learning 
as “providing students the op- 
portunity to work in the com- 
munity in a nonpaying position 
for the purpose of giving ser- 
vice.” 

Some students chose to help 
out in hospitals, some to work 
on a church project. Others at- 


tended candidates’ nights or 
League of Women Voters meet- 
ings. Some simply helped older 
neighbors mow their lawns and 
clean up. 

“I never limited what they 
did as long as it was service.” 

Service learning, she says, 
gives students a chance to get 
out and give something back to 
the community, to learn, and to 
make connections. 

But it also gives the commu- 
nity a chance to meet students in 
a work-oriented world. That, 
Player says, can build confidence 
in our youth and counteract the 
many negative images of youth 
portrayed in the media. 

Most young people, she 
says, are eager to get meaning- 
ful experiences. Volunteering in 


the community can make what 
they are learning in the class- 
room relevant, and expose 
them to possible careers. 

“It makes people feel they’ve 
accomplished something.” 

Currently, whether service 
learning is part of the curricu- 
lum varies depending on the 
teacher. Player says service 
learning is often required of 
students in leadership classes 
and private schools. 

Students who don't do ser- 
vice projects are at a disadvan- 
tage, she says. Students who 
have done public service have 
the opportunity to put together 
a portfolio of work, and have 
someone to go to for a letter of 
reference, Students who 
haven't done a service project 


through school and aren't in- 
volved with a group such as the 
Boy Scouts that offers such op- 
portunities may be at a disad- 
vantage when applying for 
scholarships. 

“We're cheating them if we 
don’t make the experience 
available to all students.” 

When Player ran for the 
school board, supporting ser- 
vice learning was one of her 
campaign pledges. 

A district committee spear- 
headed by the School to Career 
Department is putting together 
a proposal to make service 
learning a graduation require- 
ment for students beginning in 
June 2006,

El Cerrito lawyer makes the fight for civil liberties her life work! 


UIETLY INTENSE, ex- 

tremely articulate, Ann 

Fagan Ginger is the heart 
and soul of the Meiklejohn Civil 
Liberties Institute. 

A lawyer and a professor, she 
and the institute provide infor- 
mation to activists, researchers, 
lawyers, writers and anyone in- 
terested in civil liberties. She 
also writes, lobbies and speaks 
on the subject. 

Ginger founded the Meikle- 
john Civil Liberties Institute dur- 
ing the civil rights and free 
speech movements. She asked 
the late Alexander Meiklejohn, 
renowned for his philosophy and 
teachings about the First 
Amendment and academic free- 
dom, for the use of his name for 
the institute. He readily agreed. 

Although I had been a mem- 
ber of the MCLI for years, I had- 
n't known the full extent of its 
work, And there are fascinating 
things to learn. 

For example, when a civil lib- 
erties case is won, Ginger ex- 
plained, there is no record of it 
other than the name and num- 
ber of the case. Judges’ state- 
ments are written only to ex- 
plain the reasons a case is lost. 

Believing it is important that 
all such cases be reported in- 
depth and be available to every- 
one, Ginger and the MCLI re- 
search each one. Among the 
more well-known are those in- 
volving Angela Davis and the 
Pentagon Papers. 

Ginger said she writes to all 
the people involved in the case, 
including lawyers, litigants and 
courts, to obtain copies of the 
pleadings, the proceedings and 
everything to do with the case. 
These she writes up fully and 
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publishes them along with any 
anecdotal information she has 
gathered for future researchers, 
historians, activists, lawyers and 
the like. 

The MCLI also works on in- 
ternational treaties, analyzing 
their legal aspects. It has pub- 
lished pamphlets about interna- 
tional treaties that have been rat- 
ified and those that have not. 

In the words of Cynthia S. 
Brown, “Since 1965, Meiklejohn 
has worked to bring new ideas 
and new people in the cam- 
paigns for political and eco- 
nomic justice. Moving from Li- 
brary to Institute, MCLI works to 
enlighten educators, activists, 
lawyers, and youth about new 
U.S. human rights law and his- 
toric remedies that require that 
decisions on economic and envi- 
ronmental issues be made demo- 
cratically, not by the White 
House, the Pentagon, and Wall 
Street. When this law is not en- 
forced, it leads to grave human 
rights violations.” 

The MCLI has donated to 
Cal’s Bancroft Library 400 car- 
tons of research on human 
rights cases. Recently the Ban- 
croft Library put 11,000 human 
rights cases on the Internet at 
http://Bancroft.berkeley.edu/col- 
lections/meiklejohn/project.html 

It was difficult to get Ginger 
to talk about herself, but she fi- 
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nally did to some degree. “I was 
born of an Irish-Catholic- 
Quaker-Lithuanian-Jewish-Mid- 
western-Socialist family” in 
Michigan, she said. 

She went to law school at a 
time when few women did, 
graduated and practiced law, in- 
cluding taking cases to the U.S. 
Supreme Court. She married 
and had two sons. Thomas Jef- 
ferson Ginger, a civil rights 
lawyer, died of multiple sclero- 
sis in 1996. Her son Jim is a 
Berkeley resident, currently lob- 
bying for a street in that city to 
be named Malvina Reynolds 
Way. 

At San Francisco State Uni- 
versity, Ginger teaches Introduc- 
tion to Global Peace Studies in 
the fall and U.S. human rights 
and peace law in the spring. 

She has written several 
books, many of them published 
through the MCLI. One of her 
favorites is the biography, “Carol 
Weiss King: Human Rights 
Lawyer” (1895-1952) which, she 
said, is still in print. (She has 
copies if it cannot be found.) 

Space limits the discussion of 
the many movements she has 
been part of, of the many things 
she has written about, of the 
many people she has worked 
with during her long career. 

When I visited with her, there 
were four summer interns work- 
ing in the backyard library-office 
of the MCLI. Her home itself has 
shelves and shelves of books she

has written or edited, plus, of 
course, other books for reading 
and research. 

Her conversation is full of 
thoughts that stick with you, 
such as;

The ’30s were a time when 
ordinary people did not just 
‘take it,’ They rose up and called 
for changes. The New Deal was 
the result of that.” 

And: “The amount of money 
we spend in dues to the U.N. is 
less than the pay for the march- 
ing bands in our military.” 

And: “Until we all walk to- 
gether, we are not going to get 
there.” 


I thank Corella Godet for re- 
minding me about Ann Fagan 
Ginger. The interview was a joy. 
We even found we had both run 
linotype machines at one time.

cept affected merchants, threatened passers-by, resi- 

dents trying to get through clogged streets, the police 
officers of Berkeley and four other departments, and, of 
course, the two partiers who got shot last Saturday night. 

Last weekend’s south Berkeley fiasco was just the latest 
in a string of events allegedly put on by elusive organizer 
Eugene Cockerham. He reportedly booked The Crucible, a 
warehouse center for arts, under the pretense of having a 
frat party for about 300 people. 

Imagine the staff’s surprise when more than three times 
as many revelers showed up. And imagine what happened 
when the celebrants — a raucous horde overflowing from 
the packed club into the street — learned that the police, 
those perennial party-poopers, had come to end the fun. 

Shots rang out from the crowd, while cars screeched, 
spun donuts, sideshowed and sashayed out of there. The 
crowd was so thick that even with 50 officers, those re- 
sponsible for the gunplay could not be found. In the end, a 
man and a juvenile were struck by bullets, although nei- 
ther was seriously hurt. 

But that wasn’t the case in May, when another shindig 
thought to be the work of Cockerham was broken up for 
similar reasons in Clayton. Afterward, a 31-year-old man 
was shot in the stomach and later died. 

The list goes on. One dead in Vallejo. Two hospitalized 
in Martinez. Shots fired in Pacheco and Crockett, vandal- | | 
ism in Walnut Creek and Benicia. 

Those are some wild parties, especially considering 
many were booked as birthday parties or even a baby 
shower. It’s obvious why such a tactic would be used — 
the truth would likely mean no party, no fun, and no profit 
for Cockerham, who charges admission to his events. But 
keeping everyone in the dark until the powder keg ex- 
plodes isn’t doing anyone a favor except the fun-loving en- 
trepreneur. 

This is one of those cases where it’s true that “there 
oughtta be a law.” Apparently there isn’t. Cockerham has 
acknowledged that he isn’t always on the up-and-up when

renting places, but the law offers little recourse to such 


fraud. 


If a nightclub had a reputation like these parties, it 
would be shut down. If renters demolish an apartment, 
they are evicted and have trouble finding another roof to 
sleep under. Even a rock star who trashes a hotel room 
has to shell out some easily earned green to pay for it. 
These parties cost our cities big bucks in police coverage 
and control; it’s coming out of our coffers. 

Some cities are considering ordinances that would hold 
event organizers financially responsible for out-of-control 
parties that end up using police resources. That’s a fine 
idea. Even better, hall renters should be very wary of who 
occupies their space, because one thing’s certain — the 


party ain’t over yet.

The city and 
the school district applied for grant funds 
two years ago, hoping to improve pedes- 
trian safety at three locations. 

Unfortunately, we did not receive any 
funds that first year. Last year, the two 
bodies applied again. We were awarded 
money, called a Safe Routes to School 
grant, to partially fund only one of the 
three projects, the Pierce Street sidewalk. 

It’s been discussed at school board and 


City Council meetings throughout the 


spring. We anticipate the city will award 
a bid this summer and that the sidewalk 
can be installed by October. 

We have reapplied for funding for the 
two remaining projects, which are in the 
area of the BART tracks. One request is 
for improved lighting; the other is a plan 
to realign stop signs with the paths un- 
der the tracks at Masonic Avenue. 

We thank Edward for his interest in 
student safety and look forward to the 
completion of the first phase of the pro- 
ject soon.

“You can really accumulate 
a lot of time savings,” said Jon 
Twichell a transportation plan- 
ning manager for AC Transit. 
“What they’ve found in Los 
Angeles is that a bus is 
stopped 50 percent of the time 
(for normal service).” 

In Albany, the plan is to 
move two bus stops from in 
front of the Ivy Room south 
across Solano Avenue to in 
front of the Subway sandwich 
shop and from in front of the 
storefront that used to hold 
Captain Video north to in front 
of Max’s Liquors. 

The owners of several of 
the businesses, including Fu- 
ton Express, Max’s Liquors 
and Dave’s Dougout Baseball 
Cards, object to the relocation 
of the bus stops. 

“It’s hard to park here as it 
is anyway,” said Mitchell. “Put 
a bus stop here, and it'll be im- 
possible to park here.” 


Business owners and traf- 
fic and safety commission 
members, suggested the stops 
be placed father down the 
block. Traffic and Safety chair 
Lubov Mazur said the loss of 
parking would have a “large 
impact” on business owners, 

At the same time, the traf- 
fic and safety commission 
members said they didn’t want 
the city to lose out on having 
a rapid bus stop near Solano 
Avenue, “We really want the 
bus to stop here, but we want 
to find a way to do it without 
damaging any businesses,” 
said Mazur. 

The meeting, held with an 
AC Transit representative, was 
intended to provide commu- 
nity input to AC Transit, but 
Twichell said AC Transit 
would likely reject having a 
bus stop in the middle of the 
block because it would incon- 
venience passengers. 

“We're going to pursue 
moving the stops to the far 
side,” Twichell said. “In terms 
of where exactly they'll locate, 
one person griping about mov- 


ing it in front of their store is 
not sufficient as far as we’re 
concerned, People don’t un- 
derstand how snappy this stuff 
is going to be.” 

Businesses in other cities, 
he added, have welcomed the 
bus stops, which can have the 
effect of cleaning up the area. 

“Nobody’s going out of 
business,” he said. “That's silly, 
those kinds of comments. It’s 
just people carrying on.” 

Community Development 
Director Ann Chaney said the 
issue will go back before the 
traffic and safety commission 
for discussion on July 25 and 
will likely go before the City 
Council sometime after that. 

“It’s a very interesting bal- 
ancing act, to encourage and 
support mass transit while at 
the same time not adversely 
impacting the businesses,” 
Chaney said “That’s why I 
thought the meeting the other 
night very positive. I heard AC 
Transit listening to the con- 
cerns of the citizens, saying 
‘We're not averse to listening 
to alternatives.”

That information, now under 
review by outside scientists, is 
expected to weigh heavily on de- 
cisions about regulating the red- 
wood industry. 

To date, sudden oak death has 
not been found to sicken a ma- 
ture redwood in a natural setting, 
though it has apparently infected 
young redwood shoots. 

But if redwood is designated 
as a disease host, an emergency 
federal quarantine could prohibit 
moving felled redwoods in Hum- 
boldt to sawmills in other parts 
of the state. 

Humboldt and Mendocino, 
which has also been confirmed 
as having sudden oak death, are 
the two largest redwood-pro- 
ducing counties in the state’s red- 
wood industry, according to the 
California Redwood Association. 

In addition to killing live oaks, 
black oaks and tanoaks, sudden 
oak death has been found in 
about 10 other plant species, in- 
cluding madrone, huckleberry, 
rhododendron, big leaf maple, 
bay laurel, California buckeye 
and others. Some plants, most 
notably bay laurel, get infected 
but are not killed by the organ- 
ism that causes sudden oak 
death, phytophthora ramorum. 
It is a newly discovered relative 
of the brown algae that caused 
the Irish potato famine.

Recently | was talking to a 
mother on the phone who wants 
to buy a larger house. In the 
background | could hear one of 
her children. “I’m not moving,” 
the child said with some feeling. 
“I'm staying here.” 

Another mother sighed as she 
told us what happened when she 
took her six-year-old to see the 
wonderful house she was going 
to buy. 

Excited about showing it off, 
especially the playhouse in the 
back yard, she couldn't believe 
her daughter's reaction: “This is a 
dumb house. Let's go home.” 

And the playhouse? “It’s not 
big enough,” said the little girl. 

We heard about a two-year-old 
who said in the midst of moving, 
“OK, mommy, this is your house. 
| want to go back to my house.” 

Kids like things the way they 
are. Seldom do they understand 
their parents’ motives which fre- 
quently include moving because 
“It'll be better for the kids.” 

Parents stretch time and 
money to get better schools, a 
bedroom for everyone, a big 
yard, “Look, Jeannie,” they say, 
“You'll have your own bedroom 
and a swing in the back yard, 
too.” 

Jeannie answers, “I don’t care. 
| like our old house.” 

This week | was talking to the 
mother of teenagers who moved 
from Berkeley to Marin two years 
ago. The kids are doing fine now, 
she told me. The older child, an 
optimistic sort, seemed to take 
moving in his stride. He made 
new friends right away and found 
a new group. 

It was a different experience 
for her younger son who, she 
says, “doesn’t like change.” He 
missed his friends, his old school, 
his regular routine.

Jumping through hoops: 
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Coldwell Banker teams up with Habitat for Humani 
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the circus of refinancing 


A reader from Albany called with 
her refinance horror story. 

A while back, she had bought 
the house with all cash, no mort- 
gage. A couple of months ago, she 
decided that she wanted to use 
some of her equity, so she ap- 
proached a mortgage broker and 
went directly to her own bank to ap- 
ply for a home mortgage. 

Since she is self-employed and 
enjoys the benefits of writing off her 
expenses, her tax returns do not 
show adequate income for her to 
qualify for the loan amount she 
wanted. So she decided to apply 
for a “Quick Qualifier” loan. 

A fully documented loan verifies 
three essential parts of your life dur- 
ing the loan process: income, to 
prove that you can service the debt; 
assets, to gauge your ability to save 
and invest; and credit, to determine 
how you manage your money. 

Quick Qualifier loans, often 
called “No Income Qualifiers,” 
“Stated Income” or “No Ratio” loans 
were designed for people like our 
Albany reader who cannot docu- 
ment enough income to service her 
debt and keep her ratio’s under 50 
percent. 

Your housing — or top - ratio is 
calculated by adding your monthly 
principal, interest, taxes and insur- 
ance (PITI) payment together and di- 
viding by your income. The debt — 
or bottom — ratio adds your monthly 
consumer debt into the equation. 

Both the mortgage broker and the 
banker that our reader approached 
were enthusiastic about her qualifi- 
cation. Quick Qualifier lender is in- 
terested in your credit history: your 
credit scores need to be above 680 
(our reader's credit was excellent and 
her credit score was 704). 

The lender is also restrictive 
about the loan to value and nor- 
mally allows a maximum of 70 per- 
cent loan of the appraised value. A 
(Again, her property appraised for 
$425,000 and she wanted a loan 
for $150,000 so her loan to value 
was just slightly over 35 percent at 
35.29 percent.)So why was this 
“Quick Qualifier” loan in its 45th 
day when she called me, waiting 
for yet another exception from the

loan committee? 

Most lenders require at least 6 
months of the stated income or as 
much as 9 months of the PITI pay- 
ment in some form of liquid savings 
before they will approve a quick 
qualifier loan. It stands to reason 
that if our reader had purchased the 
home with all cash, free and clear 
of any encumbrances that she may 
have depleted her liquid resources. 
She did have enough discipline and 
income to save the money in the 
first place. Most lenders should un- 
derstand that, shouldn't they? 

That in itself opens another can 
of worms. When you purchase a 
home with a mortgage, the lender 
requires that you fully document 
where the money came from. If the 
down payment is from your savings 
account, it needs to be seasoned 
at least 6 months. 

If the money comes from the sale 
of an asset such as stocks and 
bonds or another piece of property 
you must have a paper trail for the 
entire transaction. If part of the 
money is a gift, then they want to 
see the money in the donor's ac- 
count before it was gifted. If the 
money came from an inheritance, 
the lender wants to see the will, the 
death certificate and the transfer from 
the estate to the borrowers account. 

The sellers who sold the prop- 
erty to our reader didn’t care where 
the money came from, they were 
happy to have it. Our reader's cur- 
rent lender may want her to docu- 
ment how she made the purchase 
and where the money came from. 

That's why we call it Mortgage 
Madness.

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agree to pay an additional 
amount over the highest offer the 
seller receives. 

For example, you might in- 
clude a clause in the purchase 
contract that states that the buyer 
is willing to accept a counteroffer 
from the seller for a price that is 
$10,000 above the highest offer. 
To be safe, the clause should in- 
clude the highest price you'd be 
willing to pay. 

Some buyers and sellers don’t 
like relative bids. A disadvantage 
to the seller is that it requires a 
counteroffer. A seller might not 
want to risk countering a lower of- 
fer when he already has a bona 
fide offer from another buyer for a 
higher price. A disadvantage for 
the buyer is that you reveal that 
you'll be willing to pay a higher 

rice. 

THE CLOSING: There’s an el- 
ement of guesswork involved in 
multiple offer bidding. It helps to 
work with a trustworthy agent 
who knows local market value 
and who can advise you how 
much to offer.

Take the Albany TenStars 9- 
10 All-Star team, for example 
They have played about 60 
games together, more or less as 
a group, including some tourna- 
ments.

perienced a World Cup on a soc- 
cer-loving continent. South Ko- 
rea provided them yet another 
different soccer experience. 

“It was really interesting, but 
not anything like France,” said 
John, who previously had been 
in South Korea for the 1988 
Olympics. “The Koreans were 
there for their team, but as far as 
being soccer savvy — they 
weren't. Still, when we were 
there, we heard nothing else but 
news about the World Cup.” 

Overall, the McCaskills had 
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another great soccer experience 
— and another great trip. For 
what the local fans might have 
lacked in soccer knowledge, they 
more than made up for in hos- 
pitality. 

“Everybody was _ pretty 
friendly, Pretty friendly to Amer- 
icans, too,” John said. “When we 
got to some of the places away 
from Seoul, we were an oddity. 
We had a lot of pictures taken 
with Koreans. The French didn’t 
do that.” 

This year’s World Cup was 
much different from the 16 that 
preceded it. For the first time, 
two countries — South Korea 
and Japan — shared host duties. 
Each country hosted 32 matches 
and organizers spread out the 
matches over wide geographical 
areas in each. 

From Suwon, located in the 
northwest, the McCaskills trav- 
eled to Daegu in the central part 
of the country for the June 10 
USA-South Korea match. 

“One of the problems was that 
the venues were too spread out,” 
John said. 

Nonetheless, he and his son 
persevered. 

“What we thought we would 
do — unlike just going to the 
games like we did in France — 
was to be in the town where the 
team would be (the day before 
the match). We would try to 
catch up with as many U.S. fans 
as we could and party before the 
game, and maybe party after the 
game.” 

A side trip back to Suwon al- 
lowed the McCaskills to see 
Brazil’s 5-2 win over Costa Rica 
on June 13. 

But the McCaskills didn’t have 
much time to kick back, as they 
went to Daejon for the next day’s 
USA-Poland match. The party at- 
mosphere quickly soured, how- 
ever, as Poland grabbed an early 
lead en route to a 3-1 win. 

“We went up so quickly 
against Portugal, but this was a 
180-degree reversal,” John said. 
“This was not a fun game to 
watch.” 

Unlike France — where the 
United States went out after 
group play — a much-improved 
team placed second in its group 
and advanced to single-elimina- 
tion play. 

This fact provided some lo- 
gistical problems for the Mc- 
Caskills, who delayed their re- 
turn to Alameda long enough to 
see the United States beat arch 
rival Mexico in Jeonju. But the 
Far East experience ended there 
for the McCaskills, who couldn’t 
hang around for the quarterfinal 
match with Germany. 

“(The airline) couldn’t guar- 
antee us a flight out and I had to 
get back,” said John, who gave a 
pair of $300 tickets to two ser- 
vicemen. “It was kind of strange 
that first week we were back. It 
was like going through with- 
drawals.” 

“Coming back, I was all 
screwed up,” Justin said. “My 
whole day would be spent sleep- 
ing or trying to sleep.” 

In 2006, the World Cup re- 
turns to Germany (West Ger- 
many hosted the 1974 tourna- 
ment). And _ perhaps’ the 
McCaskills will make the trip 
once again. By that time, though, 
U.S. soccer victories over some 
of the world’s finest teams might 
no longer be considered upsets. 

One thing is for sure. The Mc- 
Caskills and other West Coast 
soccer fans will have plenty of 
time to catch up on their sleep 
until then.

‘Perdition’ a tragic tour to hell on Earth

At the beginning of director 
Sam Mendes’ sublimely mourn- 
ful Depression-era drama “Road 
to Perdition,” 12-year-old Michael 
Sullivan accompanies his family 
to an Irish-American wake and 
can’t resist taking a peek at the 
waxy visage of the man inside 
the coffin, 

The corpse is that of a mur- 
dered mobster, felled by one of 
his own, and presumably, this is 
Michael’s first direct encounter 
with death. By the end of the 
movie’s violent course, the boy 
will have learned enough and 
seen enough to write a disserta- 
tion on the topic. 

“Perdition” is a movie of near- 
constant sorrow. Unrelentingly 
sad and affecting, it is easily the 
most obvious best picture candi- 
date seen yet this year. Only 
Mendes’ second movie — his first 
was the Oscar-winning “Ameri- 
can Beauty” — it offers ample 
proof that “Beauty” was no fluke. 

The body at the wake at first 
seems incidental, but it is what 
sets the plot rolling. Michael's fa- 
ther, Michael Sullivan (Tom 
Hanks), works as a hit man/en- 
forcer for John Rooney (Paul 
Newman), the kingpin of this 
Irish mob, which does its deal- 
ings in and around Chicago. The 
elder Sullivan was an orphan, 
taken in and raised by Rooney, 
and he’s looked upon as his sur- 
rogate son. 

Rooney’s blood son, a trigger- 
happy wretch named Connor 
(English actor Daniel Craig, last 
seen in “Tomb Raider”), is the 
man responsible for the corpse 
in the coffin. Connor’s careless 
cruelty enrages Rooney, but noth- 
ing can sever his fierce paternal 
bond. After each mistake, he 
ends up clasping Connor to him, 
calling on God to help them both. 

These contrasting father/son 
relationships shape the whole 
movie. Michael Jr. (Tyler Hoech-

lin, a newcomer who brings to 
mind Joaquin Phoenix, both 
physically and in his talent) and 
his younger brother, Peter (Liam 
Aiken), are afraid of their stern 
father, but fascinated by him, and 
deeply curious about what he 
does for a living. Their mother 
(Jennifer Jason Leigh) does her 
best to nip their questions in the 


bud, but it’s impossible to keep 
them entirely at bay. 

Michael Jr.’s curiosity runs to 
dangerous levels; he hides in his 
father’s car one night and inad- 
vertently witnesses a brutal killing, 
becoming a threat to Rooney’s 
network. The retaliation, born in 
part of Connor’s jealousy of his 
father’s devotion to Sullivan, has 
a devastating impact on the Sul- 
livan family, and sets both Michael 
Sullivans on a run for their lives. 
Their goal is to reach the lakeside 
town of Perdition, where Michael 
can take refuge with his aunt. The 
title also refers also to the hell that 
Michael Sr. is certain he’s bound 
for, and that he hopes to save his 
son from. 

They are pursued, everywhere 
they go, by twin enemies, a hit 
man named Maguire (Jude Law), 
and an enormous sense of loss, 
one that we feel over and over 
again along with them. Both are 
quiet types — Michael Sr. so much 


so that he barely knows his older 
son, while the younger Sullivan 
tends to take shelter in Lone 
Ranger books — but we see the 
nightmares to come on their faces. 


The film is shot by Conrad | 


Hall, who also did “American 
Beauty,” and with Mendes, he 
has created one of the most ex- 
quisitely dark and beautifully 
framed films of recent memory. 
Chicago, circa 1931, springs to 
life with nary a hint of computer 
work (it’s there, though), while 
everywhere there are shadows of 
men in hats, moving in and out 
of the slicing rain, standing in 
doorways, delivering death. The 
violence is so highly refined that 


Mendes detractors are likely to | 


grumble that he wants to prettify 
everything, but what he’s actu- 
ally done is make these bodies 
count in a way they rarely do in 
movies today.

“ABOUT A BOY”: A charming adaptation 
of Nick Hornby's wonderful comic novel 
of the same name. Hugh Grant is at his 
best, playing, as he did in “Bridget 
Jones's Diary,” a bounder extraordinaire, 
a 38-year-old commitment-phobe who 
does nothing but shop, play with his 
electronic toys and live off his songwriter 
father's royalties. He finds redemption, 
albeit grudgingly, when one of his 
games, a scam to date single moms 
(more sex, less commitment!) backfires 
on him and he is forced into a friendship 
with a lonely, dorky 12-year-old named 
Marcus (Nicholas Hoult). Too much 
voice-over, and a rather contrived end- 
ing, but a nice night out at the movies. 
— M. Pols. (PG-13: brief strong language 
and some thematic elements.) 1 hour, 40 
minutes. B+ 


“ATANARJUAT”: In ancient Inuit commu- 
nities, there were no policemen, no FBI 
agents and no government officials. If 
trouble came to an Arctic village, the 
community had no choice but to cope 
with the “evildoers” on its own. This 
Canadian movie (translates to “The Fast 
Runner’) is based on an Inuit legend 
about two brothers, the Fast Runner and 
the Strong One, who are marked for 
death by the forces of evil, and must 
grapple with the consequences to their 
community. Marks the first chance we've 
had to see a movie filmed with Inuit ac- 
tors, entirely in the spectacular Arctic. 
But the movie, at nearly three rather un- 
eventful hours, is in need of a trim. — M 
Pols. (NR: includes a scene of lovemak- 
ing and several of violence; nudity.) 2 
hours, 52 minutes. B 


“THE BOURNE IDENTITY”: Director 
Doug Liman (“Swingers,” “Go") revital- 
izes the thriller genre with this brisk 
adaptation of Robert Ludlum's novel 
about a spy with amnesia, Matt Damon 
makes a very fine Jason Bourne, convey- 
ing both his strengths (martial arts, ruth- 
less planning, excellent language skills) 
and his weaknesses (disorientation, des- 
peration about his future, and a soft spot 
for kids that no spy should ever have). 
“Run Lola Run” star Franka Potente 
plays his love interest, and the chemistry 
between the two of them seems gen- 
uine. The script is intelligent, the story 
engaging and there's never a dull mo- 
ment. Hallelujah! — M. Pols. (PG-13: vio- 
lence and some language.) 2 hours, 1 
minute. A- 


“CHERISH”: A quirky little movie about 
loneliness, set in San Francisco, Social 
misfit Zoe (Robin Tunney) gets car- 
Jacked, accidentally kills a cop and ends 
up in the electronic bracelet program 
while she awaits trial. She keeps busy 
listening to '80s hits on the radio and flirt- 
ing with the deputy (Tim Blake Nelson) 
who comes by to make sure her bracelet 
is working. There are a lot of obvious in- 
fluences at play here, from “Play Misty 
For Me” to “Run Lola Run,” and some 
plot points that make no sense, but Tun- 
ney and director Finn Taylor keep things 
consistently interesting. — M. Pols. (R: 
language.) 1 hour, 40 minutes. C+ 


“CINEMA PARADISO: THE NEW VER- 
SION”: The rerelease of director 
Giuseppe Tornatore’s sentimental 1989 
epic, with an additional 48 minutes, is 
more romantic and ultimately more satis- 
fying than the teary-eyed original. Most 
of the drama takes place in the late 
1940s and '50s and involves the desper- 
ate pursuit by Salvatore (Marco 
Leonardi), a teen-ager growing up ina 
poor Sicilian village, of his middle-class - 
dream girl, Elena. Elena's disapproving 
parents whisk her off to another town 
and leave Salvatore heartbroken. In later 
scenes, Salvatore (Jacques Perrin), now 
an internationally renowned filmmaker in 
his 50s, returns to his hometown for the 
funeral of Alfredo (Philippe Noiret), his 
surrogate father and the village's movie 
projectionist. It was Alfredo who intro- 
duced Salvatore to the dream world of 
movies. Yes, its sentimentality is shame- 
less, but its child's-eye view of the world 
feels emotionally authentic. — S. Holden. 
(R: some sexuality.) 2 hours, 53 minutes. 


“THE DANGEROUS LIVES OF AL- 
TAR BOYS”: Don't let the title deceive 
you. Director Peter Care's touching 
and sweetly humorous film has noth- 
ing to do with the current scandal in 
the Catholic Church. These altar boys 
are busy with adolescent love, feuding 
parents, shifting friendships and 
pranks so wild, they are be destined to 
go awry. Kieran Culkin and Emile 
Hirsch are magnetic as the mischie- 
vous 14-year-olds, and Vincent 
D'Onofrio shines as a kindly but dis- 
tant priest. Their main opponent, and 
their victim, is a nun, played by Jodie 
Foster. A decision to include animation 
sequences illustrating the’ boys’ inner 
turmoil was a mistake, but the movie Is 
nonetheless a vivid study in growing 
up Catholic. — M. Pols. (R: language, 
sexual content and youth substance 
abuse.) 1 hour, 50 minutes. B 

“DIVINE SECRETS OF THE YA-YA SIS- 
TERHOOD”: Director Callie Khouri's 
adaptation is more restrained than Re- 
becca Wells' overwritten book, but it's 
still soaked in enough gushy sentimen- 
tality to give the practical-minded (and 
most men) hives. Playwright Sidda Wells 
(Sandra Bullock) feuds with her difficult, 
alcoholic mother Vivi (Ellen Burstyn), and 
mom's hard-drinking best friends, Teensy 
(Fionnula Flanagan), Caro (Maggie 
Smith) and Necie (Shirley Knight), inter- 
vene to patch things up. They give Sidda 
a crash course in what made Vivi who 
she is — including a tour of her youth, 
where she's played by a very fine Ashley 
Judd. There's some interesting material 
here about ambitious women trapped by 
marriage and motherhood, but this still 
feels like one long, gabby therapy ses- 
sion.

“THE EMPEROR'S NEW CLOTHES”: 
What if Napoleon Bonaparte, In his exile 
on St. Helena, had arranged for a double 
to impersonate him so he could sneak 
back to France to reclaim his imperial 
status? This tepid romantic comedy stars 
lan Holm in the dual roles of Napoleon 
and Eugene, the drunken, buffoonish 
deckhand and look-alike who becomes 
his stand-in. Although there's plenty of 
opportunity for low comedy, much to its 
detriment, the film doesn't pursue them. 
As the movie's production notes put it 
with deadly accuracy: “Will Napoleon get 
his second chance or will his victory 
come when he discovers that his real 
identity is that of a man, like any other, 
looking for happiness and love?" Once 
the movie focuses on that sudsy issue, it 
turns into bland, tasteful mush.

“ELLING”: Cutsie but compelling Oscar 
nominee from Norway about a couple of 
middle-aged mentally challenged men 
set up in their own Oslo apartment by 
the state, in the hopes that they can be 
mainstreamed. The movie tags along on 
their journey toward normality: i.e., they 
learn to shop at the supermarket, answer 
the telephone and use public restrooms.

The story is pleasing and 
sweet, but hampered by the fact that 
these two seem barely challenged, and 
slip in and out of dysfunction to suit the 
story.

“THE FELLOWSHIP OF THE RING”: A 
soulful, passionate giant of a movie, one 
that will live long past 2001. New 
Zealand director Peter Jackson's (“Heav- 
enly Creatures”) adaptation of the first 
third of J.R.R. Tolkien's epic “Lord of the 
Rings” enraptures you with its dramatic 
storytelling and visuals and leaves you 
rejoicing that there are filmmakers out 
there who have the guts to make a 
movie destined for vast commercial suc- 
cess that's also intelligent and fero- 
ciously heartfelt. Terrifying when it should 
be, moving when it should be, this holds 
true to Tolkien's vision. One of the best 
movies of the year.

“HEY ARNOLD! THE MOVIE”; This ani- 
mated film, based on the Nickelodeon 
TV show, will hold the attention of kids, 
but grown-ups may find their own atten- 
tion wandering.

It's up to Arnold and his 
neighborhood pals to stop Scheck and 
his sleazy henchmen. It's bulldozers, he- 
licopters and a SWAT team vs. handbills, 
a small picket line and a street concert. 
Children in the audience will have no 
trouble voting with their sympathies. —

“THE IMPORTANCE OF BEING 
EARNEST”: Oscar Wilde is, as a rule, 
hard to screw up. Put his witty words in 
the mouths of even a group of high 
school thespians and they sound pretty 
fine. But director Oliver Parker, who did a 
decent job with Wilde's “An Ideal Hus- 
band” a few years ago, has managed to 
turn in such an oddly limp version of 
“Earnest” that it's hard to believe it's 
Wilde at all. The love affairs, between Ce- 
cily (Reese Witherspoon) and Algy (Ru- 
pert Everett) and Jack/Ernest (Colin 
Firth) and Gwendolen (Frances O'Con- 
nor), lack chemistry, so we never get 
emotionally invested in the story. Judi 
Dench has some fun moments, but even 
she doesn’t seem up to par. And 
Parker's attempts to spruce the story up 
with some weird touches of modernity, 
including a trip to a tattoo parlor, fall very 
flat.

“INSOMNIA”: In this moody thriller from

Six lonely people take Italian lessons one 
winter in Copenhagen and begin, tenta- 
tively, to gravitate toward each other. Not 
a traditional chick flick, though; it's got its 
fait share of depressing elements, such 
as death, addiction, fetal alcohol syn- 
drome and sexual dysfunction, buried 
within the froth of love and comedy. And 
it's inescapably a Dogma movie: murky 
and drab. But its still got the heart to 
warm us through the chill of winter. — M.

Born from a short story by sci-fi 
writer Philip K. Dick, and as such, 
sings a strong note of Big Brother op- 
pression. But inside its cloak of futuris- 
tic darkness beats the heart of director 
Steven Spielberg, tender, fatherly and 
optimistic.

The human 
food source has been picked over 
more thoroughly than a box of 
See’s Candies, but on the down- 
side, there appears to be no 
shortage of ash or other dragons 


to nosh on, 

So something must be done if 
the human race is to survive. 
Quinn’s plan is to rely on low-tech 
assistance, such as a falcon that 
cries out when a dragon is ap- 
proaching — one of several goofy 
references to the days of King 
Arthur — and wait it out, in part 
because he had the bejeebers 
scared out of him as a young boy. 
He was the first human to set 
eyes on a dragon in that con- 
struction project 20 years before, 
and he watched his mother meet 
a bitter end as a result.

and spoiled man, and Law, sport- 
ing yellowed teeth and riveting in 
all his scenes as the amoral 
Maguire. Watching Maguire spin 
a coin across his knuckles, the 
hunger for more death is evident 
in his eyes. ' 

Much of the early publicity for 
“Perdition” dwelled on the 
promise that Mr. Nice Guy Tom 
Hanks would play a “bad guy” for 
once, a hit man and cold-blooded 
killer. That’s an exaggeration of 
sorts. Sullivan’s profession is 
more a fulfillment of his obliga- 
tion to Rooney than a calling. He's 
like the stray dog from the pound 
that guards his savior more 
fiercely than any other. 

The trappings are different, 
but that is still Hanks’ inherent 
decency behind the machine gun. 
He wears the role as heavily as 
the overcoat the costumers have 
put him in, and the surprise of 
seeing this quintessentially pleas- 


ant actor wielding a gun fades al- 


t 


most instantly. Hanks owns this 
role. 

But the greatest pleasure of 
“Perdition” may be in seeing 77- 
year-old Paul Newman in a role 
that challenges him. On the face 
of it, John Rooney seems like just 
another of those lovable 
scoundrels we've seen him play 
a dozen times over the years, But 
for what feels like the first time 
ever, those blue eyes we all love 
so well hold genuine threat, and 
it’s a revelation. Whether he is 
humiliating Connor at a mob 
board meaning or warning 
Michael Sullivan to keep quiet 
about what he’s seen, everything 
else on the screen seems to rush 
away when Newman is in action. 

There are many lovely scenes 
of the father-son variety between 
Hanks and Hoechlin, but the 
most captivating (and the most 


_ anguishing) are those between 


ewman and Hanks, Very early 
in the movie, they sit and play 
the piano together.

Only one 1933 Rolls-Royce Park Ward 
Close Coupled Saloon was ever manufac- 
tured, Ace Rosner has owned it since 1969. 

Thirty-five years ago, when Rosner was 
stationed at the American Embassy in Lon- 
don, an acquaintance who had recently 
fallen under the seductive spell of antique 
Rolls-Royce motor cars, enlisted Rosner in 
his effort to locate a fine old Rolls-Royce 
for his collection. 

He was instructed that an ordinary car 
would not be acceptable — it had to be 
special. 

“Within a few months | found the one- 
of Rolls-Royce in a London suburb,” Ros- 
ner recalls. “It was tan with a black roof.” 
Best of all, the car was for sale. 

It was just what the friend was looking 
for. He then bought the car and sent it off 
to an English restoration shop. The re- 
storers disassembled the hand-built car in 
order to determine what restoration would 
require, as well as to estimate the cost. 

With the car in pieces, the friend lost in- 
terest when he learned what the cost of 
restoration would be. He wanted out of the 
deal. Because Rosner also liked the car, a 
deal was made. “I bought the car in parts,” 
Rosner said. 

The handsome body had to be dis- 
mantled so that the wood framing, which 
forms the skeleton, could be rebuilt. As with 
most restorations, this one took longer and 
cost more than expected. Rosner left Eng- 
land in 1971 with the car still in the throes 
of restoration. 

“The bills kept coming,” Rosner re- 
members. “They never ended.” In the sum- 
mer of 1974, more than four years of 
restoration later, word came that the car 
was complete. Rosner flew to England to 
inspect his treasure and pronounced it a 
“beauty.” 

He arranged to have it shipped to Bal- 
timore. Later, when he was notified that the 
ship with his car had arrived, Rosner anx- 
iously raced to Baltimore, His car had made

| have a 1999 Ford Ranger with a 2.5- 
liter four-cylinder engine. It has 33,000 
miles. 

If | could change the fuel filter myself, | 
could save money. 

After inspecting the original filter | was 
not able to find the proper method of re- 
moval. Any help? 

Ed Blomgren, San Jose, Calif. 
Your fuel filter, about the size of a soup 
can, resides within the left side frame 
rail midway under the driver’s door. 

There's a fuel line attached to each end 
and the filter is strapped to a plastic bracket, 
which is bolted to the truck’s frame. 

Unlike some Ford fuel line push-con- 
nect fittings that require a special tool to 
release, these disengage easily once a 
rather fragile plastic retaining clip is re- 
moved. (Be sure to replace both clips.) 

Before disconnecting the fuel lines it’s 
essential to have eye protection, because 
you'll need to relieve any residual fuel pres- 
sure. 

Even after being parked for some time, 
the Ranger's fuel injection system could 
emit a shower of fuel as a fitting is discon- 
nected.

“This year’s results further confirm the 
strong correlation between quality and pro- 
ductivity,” acknowledged Ron Harbour, 
president of Harbour and Associates, in an- 
nouncing the results of his report to the Au- 
tomotive Press Association in Detroit. 

Foreign-owned manufacturers Nissan, 
Honda and Toyota continued to have the 
most productive plants in North America, 
according to Harbour. 

Foreign-owned manufacturers, espe- 
cially Toyota, also captured the top spots 
in J. D. Power's quality ratings. 

Of the study's 16 segments, Toyota and 
its luxury division, Lexus, led in nine, the 
most earned by any corporation. Toyota 
also showed the most significant quality 
improvement — 31 percent — over the past 
five years. 

Both studies, however, showed the gap 
is narrowing between foreign-owned man- 
ufacturers and the domestics. 


In the quality rankings, GM was the best 
domestic performer, with four models earn- 
ing top quality rankings, and demonstrated 
a 30-percent improvement in quality over 
the past five years. 

The automaker, for the first time in the 
22-year history of the Harbour Report, sur- 
passed Ford in productivity. 

One of its Oshawa, Ontario, plants cap- 
tured first place in assembly productivity; 
the other received a top gold award for 
quality from J. D. Power. 

The Buick Century ranked No. 1 in qual- 
ity for best entry mid-size car. “At long last, 
GM's systems and processes are paying 
off in improved productivity, higher quality 
... and lower costs,” said Harbour. 

For the eighth straight year, Nissan led 
in assembly productivity at its Smyrna, 
Tenn., plant. However, its productivity de- 
graded from a year ago due to the launch 
of the redesigned Altima — and so did its 
quality. 

In addition to GM, Chrysler was the only 
automaker to show a double-digit im- 
provement in productivity, according to Har- 
bour. It achieved double-digit improvements 
in quality — 10 percent between 2001 and 
2002, and 26 percent in five years — based 


on J. D. Power results. 

Both studies suggest significant strides 
being made in productivity and quality. 

In fact, the J.D. Power report indicated 
the industry improved initial quality by 10 
percent over 2001, the largest quality im- 
provement for the industry since 1997, and 
24 percent over the past five years. 

Yet, both studies confirm the race for 
higher quality and productivity is never-end- 
ing. The leaders are not standing still. 

“Consumers have come to expect that 
the initial quality of their new vehicle will 
exceed that of their previous vehicle,” said 
Brian Walters, director of product research 
for J. D. Power. 

“If a manufacturer is not continuously 
improving its quality at a rate that meets or 
exceeds the industry average, it could be 
allowing a quality edge to its competitors.” 

The same goes for productivity. The 
company that has higher productivity also 
has higher profits that can be plowed back 
into new vehicles and new features for ve-

Next, check the antifreeze/coolant. If it's 
one recommended for long life, it's prob- 
ably fine. Otherwise, consider flushing out 
the old antifreeze if it's been in service for 
two years or more and refilling the system. 
If you choose, get a simple reverse-flush 
kit (less than $10). 

The kit and.a garden hose do a quality 
job. Then refill the system with a mixture 
that's 50 percent antifreeze/coolant (as rec- 
ommended by the automaker) and 50 per- 
cent with water. 

It wouldn't be a bad idea to replace the 
pressure cap on the radiator if you have 
any doubts about it. 

Continue along the driveline to the trans- 
mission and the differential to check their 
fluids.

Regardless, read the owner's manual 
for the specifics of checking the fluid lev- 
els of these units, since procedures vary 
from vehicle to vehicle and the way to do 
it may not be at all obvious. It's critically 
important that you check the owner's man- 
ual for the specific lubricant for your vehi- 
cle as well. 

Tires must be checked. Inspect each 
one carefully, including the spare. Look for 
anything suspicious, such as bulges in the 
sidewall, missing chunks of tread, cuts or 
frayed sections. Go over every inch of every 
tire. 

Check the inflation pressures of the tires. 
The vehicle should not have been driven 
for a couple of hours before checking in- 
flation pressures in order to gain an accu- 
rate reading.

What is tilapia? 


NORTH DAKOTA STATE UNIVERSITY 

Tilapia is a hardy, prolific, 
fast-growing tropical fish native 
to Israel, where it has been 
farmed for about 2,500 years. It 
requires water temperatures 
from 76 to 84 degrees Fahren- 
heit. 

Currently, tilapia are pro- 
duced in outdoor ponds and in- 
door systems. They are prolific 
breeders and were considered 
a national pest in Indonesia un- 
til the citizens began using them 
as a food source. 

Tilapia production in outside 
ponds is strictly regulated in the 
southern United States for fear 
that some fish may escape from 
the farm ponds and encroach 
on native sport fishing popula- 
tions. 


BROILED TILAPIA WITH 
SWEET POTATO CRUST 
AND VANILLA CREAM 

é SAUCE 

Two 6 ounce tilapia fillets, 
seasoned (or substitute any mild 
white fish) 

Filling: 

3 sweet potatoes, cooked 
and peeled (14 ounces after 
cooking) 

3 teaspoons fresh lemon 
juice 

4 teaspoons fresh orange 
juice 

1 tablespoon unsalted butter 

1 teaspoon salt 

1/2 teaspoon minced ginger 

Crust: 

3 graham crackers 

1 cup roasted pecans

5 tablespoons heavy cream 

1 tablespoon pure vanilla ex-

Grind the sweet potatoes, 


juices, butter, salt and ginger to- 
gether and set aside. Grind the 
graham crackers, pecans and 
butter together. Cover the fish 
with the sweet potato mixture, 
then sprinkle the pecan mixture 
over the sweet potato mixture. 
Broil the fillets until golden 
brown, approximately 4 minutes. 

In a 6 inch skillet, add the 
cream, vanilla, seafood stock (or 
water) and seasoning. Bring to 
a boil and cook for 45 seconds, 
until the alcohol in the vanilla is 
gone and the sauce coats the 
back of a spoon, 

Pool the sauce on a plate, 
place the broiled fish fillet on top 
and serve. 

Makes 2 servings. 


BAKED TILAPIA WITH 
TOMATOES AND OLIVES: 

6 tilapia fillets 

1/4 cup extra-virgin olive oil 

4 sprigs of fresh thyme 

3 tomatoes, peeled, seeded 
and chopped

1/4 teaspoon dried hot red 
pepper flakes 

2 garlic cloves, minced

Preheat the oven to 400 de- 
grees.

Wok this 
way: Hints

Got the stir-fry stupids? 

So do we all, at one time or an- 
other. As in: What types of meat 
are best? How long do | really 
need to marinate? When exactly 
do | need to add the sauce? What 
happens when the sauce doesn't 
thicken? 

Still interested? Read on. There 
are more authentic books out 
there, but few spell out the basics 
for novices as well as “Wok Fast” 
by Hugh Carpenter and Teri San- 
dison (Ten Speed Press, 2002): 


Be prepared! 


1. Cut the food into small 
pieces. The smaller the food is 
cut, the faster it cooks. 

2. Finish all preparation before 
beginning the stir-fry. 

3. Never cook more than 1 
pound of meat or seafood or 4 
cups of vegetables. If you want to 
double a recipe, enlist a cooking 
companion to stir-fry the second 
portion in another wok (or do it in 
batches). 

4. Place the ingredients next to 
the wok, and line them up in the 
order they will be added. Then 
close the cookbook or write very 
brief cooking notes on a large 
sheet of paper posted next to the 
wok. 

Reading recipe directions and 
wok cooking are incompatible ac- 
tivities. 

5. For every wok recipe, pre- 
pare a cornstarch mixture just be- 
fore stir-frying. Mix 1 tablespoon 
cornstarch with 1 tablespoon wa- 
ter and 1/2 teaspoon cooking oil. 

At the very end of the cooking 
process, if the sauce looks watery, 
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thicken it by stirring in a little of 
the cornstarch mixture. 


The stir-fry dance 


1, Heat the wok over the high- 
est possible heat until very hot. 
Add 1 tablespoon of flavorless 
cooking oil (peanut, safflower or 
soybean) to the center of the wok 
and roll the oil quickly but care- 
fully around the bottom one-third 
of the wok. 

If all this isn’t done quickly, the 
oil will begin to smoke and be in 
danger of bursting into flames. (If 
the oil flames, remain calm. Cover 
the wok and remove it from the 
heat.) 

2. When the oil just begins to 
give off a wisp of smoke, add the 
meat or seafood. Do this by plac- 
ing the container close to the bot- 
tom of the wok and gently sliding 
the food into the wok. 

Never drop the food into the 
wok or the oil will splatter. 

3. Stir-fry the meat or seafood 
using a wooden spatula. While 
one hand holds the wok handle, 
the other stirs. 

Spread the ingredients evenly 
across the surface in order to sear 
the food, wait 2 to 5 seconds, and 
then stir and toss the food again. 
Cook until the color changes, 
about 1 minute, 

4. Remove the food from the 
wok by sliding it onto a platter or 
plate. 

5. Return the wok to high heat 
and add 1 to 2 tablespoons of oil. 
Roll the oil around the sides of the 
wok. 

6. When the oil is hot, add the 
vegetables (see below). Stir-fry un- 
til their color brightens, 1 to 2 min- 
utes, 

If the vegetables appear about 
to scorch but their color has not 
brightened, add about 1/4 cup wa- 
ter, broth, rice wine or dry sherry. 

7. Immediately add the wok 
sauce, pouring it into the bottom 
one-third of the wok. Return the 
meat or seafood to the wok. 
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Continue stir-frying until the 
sauce glazes all the ingredients 
and thickens slightly, about 1 
minute. 

8. If the sauce appears watery, 
pour in a little of the cornstarch 
mixture. Hold the spatula or spoon 
level, pour about 1 teaspoon of 
the mixture onto the spatula and 
stir this into the stir-fry. When the 
sauce returns to a low boil, if it still 
has not thickened, then add a lit- 
tle more in the same manner. 

9. Slide the food onto a heated 
platter or dinner plates. Serve at 
once. People wait for the stir-fry; 
the stir-fry dish never waits for 
people. 


Improvisation 


Meat selection; Choose any 
raw meat that will be tender with 
only brief cooking. Cut 1/4 pound 
to 1 pound of meat into small 
pieces, about 1/8 by 1/2 by 1 inch. 

Seafood selection: Choose 
1/4 pound to 1 pound of raw 
shrimp, scallops, squid or firm- 
fleshed fish such as tuna, shark 
or swordfish. 

Shell, dévein and butterfly or 
split the shrimp in half lengthwise; 
cut scallops into thin disks; cut 
fish into small pieces about 1/8 by 
1/2 by 1 inch. 

Vegetable selection: Don't in- 
clude every vegetable in your re- 
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frigerator in a single wok dish! And 
never put more than 4 cups of 
vegetables in the wok unless you 
wish to create a vegetable soup. 

Short-Cooking Vegetables: 
thin asparagus, baby green 
beans, Chinese long beans, cab- 
bages including bok choy, Japan- 
ese eggplant, mushrooms, onions, 
peas, peppers (bell and hot chili 
peppers) and summer squash. 

Long-Cooking Vegetables: 
thick asparagus, broccoli, Brus- 
sels sprouts, carrots, cauliflower, 
potatoes, string beans and yams. 

Leafy Greens: Lettuces, 
spinach and bean sprouts. These 
are the exception to the 4-cup 
rule. If stir-frying only leafy greens, 
you may add up to 8 cups to the 
wok; if adding these to a wok al- 
ready containing meat, seafood 
or other vegetables, add no more 
than 2 cups at the very end of the 
stir-fry process. 


Marinades 


What to marinate: All meat 
(beef, pork, chicken), already cut 
into small pieces for stir-frying, 
should be marinated. Otherwise, 
the meat may stick to the wok and 
will not have a complex taste. Firm 
fish such as tuna, swordfish, yel- 
lowtail, shark, halibut and salmon 
can be marinated. 

How long to marinate: Cover,

Using marinades as sauces: 
Instead of using a wok sauce, we 
often use marinades as a sauce 
to flavor stir-fry shrimp, scallops, 
tuna, or vegetables, Add the mari- 
nade during the final few seconds 
of stir-frying. 

How much sauce to add: The 
ideal amount of sauce to mix with 
1 pound of meat is 4 to 5 table- 
spoons; use 3 tablespoons for firm 
fish. If you use a larger amount of 
marinade, the food will boil in the 
marinade that clings to it and the 
oil will splatter. 

How to add the wok sauce: 
Quickly pour the sauce around the 
bottom one-third of the wok in a 
circular motion. 

When to add the sauce: Al- 
ways add the sauce during the fi- 
nal seconds of stir-frying.

@ Remove chicken from the milk 
bath, Salt the pieces well, 

@ Dredge in flour mixed with pep- 
per and other seasonings such as 
red pepper or garlic. You can shake 
the chicken in a brown-paper bag 
filled with the seasoned flour. 

a If you don't have a thermome- 
ter, test the oil to make sure it's hot 
enough. Sease just dips the tip of a 
piece of the chicken in to test. If it 
immediately begins sizzling, the oil 
is ready. 

“You want (the chicken) to start 
frying right away. You don’t want it 
to sit there and soak up grease,” she 
says. 

a It's a good idea to place the 
thick pieces in the pan first; that way 
they have a few extra minutes to 
cook. 

@ Put the lid on the skillet for even 
cooking. Then let it alone for 20-25 
minutes. 

“You only want to turn it one 
time,” Sease says. 

mg After 25 minutes, Sease checks 
the chicken by turning over a piece 
over. It's perfect. 

“See how pretty it is,” she says. 
And it is — a deep, golden-brown, 
almost copper. She turns the rest, 

@ After you turn the chicken, you 
can leave the lid off. It takes just two 
or three minutes for the chicken to 
get done, just long enough to brown 
the other side. 

mw Remove the chicken from the 
skillet, letting the oil run back into the 
pan until it no longer drips. 

“Another secret is it's just got to 
be drained twice,” Sease says. After 
she removes the chicken from the 
pan, she sets it on a platter lined with 
paper towels. After it drains for a few 
minutes, she moves it to a second 
paper towel-lined platter. 

“That's the finished product. 
There's nothing to it,” she says. 

Fowler recommends blotting the 
chicken briefly with paper towels and 
then draining on a rack without pa- 
per towels, He says paper towels ab- 
sorb the moisture from the chicken, 
resulting in a soggy bottom crust and 
dry chicken.

Joints make natural guidelines, 
and once you get the hang of it, you 
can cut up a chicken in fewer than 
five minutes. Here's how to do it: 

@ Start with a good, sharp knife 
and/or cleaver. Remove the giblets, 

@ Lay the chicken flat on its back 
on the work surface and bend back 
aleg. 

w Under the skin, you will see a 
line where the thigh muscles join the 
hip. Cut through this line, bend back 
and cut through the hip joint to re- 
move the entire leg. 

@ Lay the leg flat, outer side 
down. You'll see another line be- 
tween the muscles of the thigh and 
the drumstick at their joint. Cut 
through it with a cleaver or sharp 
knife. 

Set the thighs and drumsticks 
aside. 

@ The wings have a similar ball 
joint at the shoulder. Cut through it 
and set the wings with the leg pieces. 

Sease recommends removing 
the tips from the wings. 


§ The rib cage has joints up both 
sides where the back and breast rib 
bones meet. Cut through these joints 
and bend back the breast until the 
joints at the shoulder are exposed, 
Separate them with a cleaver or 
sharp knife, 

@ Turn the breast skin side up. At 
the collarbone is the little Y-shaped 
bone we call the pulley bone or wish- 
bone. Reach under the collar bone 
and feel for the joints. Cut through 
them with a sharp knife. 

@ Then find the joint at the neck 
end of the keel (or breast) bone. Cut 
straight down at the point, cutting 
the pulley bone piece away from the 
breast. 

@ Turn over the breast and, us- 
ing a cleaver or heavy chef's knife, 
chop through the keel bone and the 
long, pointed cartilage. 

gw Unless you are using a very 
small bird, chop each breast in half 
crosswise with a cleaver or chef's 
knife. 

@ Traditional cooks split the back 
crosswise in half and fry it too, but 
most modern cooks put the backs 
in the stock pot.
